Poll: Minimum wage bump OK 


Most support increase 
to $13 for Chicago

More than 4 out of 5 voters back Mayor 
Emanuel’s proposal to increase Chicago’s 
minimum wage in the coming years, even as 
it remains unclear whether the plan will ever 
be called for a City Council vote. 

Support for raising the city’s minimum 
wage rate from $8.25 to $13 an hour in 2018 
was strong across racial, income, age and 
gender lines, a Tribune poll found. 

Though many Chicagoans back the in- 
crease, it’s not a sure thing that the proposal 
will become reality. There are no plans for 
aldermen to consider Emanuel’s proposal 


until after the Nov. 4 election, when voters 
across Illinois will be asked if they back a 
minimum wage of $r1o an hour. 

Democrats hope that advisory refer- 
endum will boost turnout in a year when 
US. Sen. Dick Durbin and Gov. Quinn are 
running for re-election and campaigning 
against income inequality. If Chicago raised 
its minimum wage to $13 an hour before the 
statewide election, some air could be taken 
out of the issue in the Democratic city. 

Conversely, if the General Assembly ends 
up raising Illinois’ minimum wage to $10 an 
hour, that could relieve some of the pressure 
on the City Council to take Chicago’s rate 
even higher. Emanuel won't say whether 
he'll keep pushing for a $13-an-hour city 


Tunney asks about Pride Parade move

Ald. Tom Tunney (44th) is asking the public: 
Should the annual Pride Parade move from 
the Lakeview neighborhood he represents to 
downtown? 

In a survey he posted on his aldermanic 
website, Tunney said he wants to hear from 
community members, including those out- 
side his North Side ward, “as we continue to 
examine the pride parade route and evaluate 
all options for next year, which could include 
a move downtown,” according to a statement 
on his ward’s website, 44thward.org. 


The 15-question survey asks about the pub- 
lic’s top concerns about the parade, as well as 
their thoughts on police presence during and 
after the event. It also asks residents what 
could be done to make the experience better. 
The survey concludes with the question “Do 
you believe the Pride Parade should be moved 
downtown (Columbus Drive in Grant Park) 


next year?” 


The survey closes Sept. 5. Calls seeking 
comment to Tunney’s office and parade orga- 


nizers were not immediately returned.

“I’m not going to answer hypotheticals at 
this point,” the mayor told the Tribune. “If 
the state acts, I'll bring the [city] task force 
back together and see what we want to do.” 

The mayor set up his task force on the 
issue in May, nine days before several alder- 
men signed onto a nationwide movement 
of low-wage workers seeking to boost the 
rate to $15 an hour—a level they say would 
allow them to pay rent on time, buy food 
and support a family. 

The poll was conducted by APC Re- 
search Inc. The firm interviewed 800 reg- 
istered city voters over cell and landline 
phones Aug. 6-12. The survey has a margin 
of error of 3.5 percentage points.

EDM shows banned 
at Congress Theater

Look elsewhere, electronic dance music 
fans—no matter what happens to the contro- 
versial Congress Theater, you won't be able to 
get your dance fix there. 

EDM shows have been banned from the 
now-shuttered Logan Square music venue 
as part of a “Plan of Operation” filed with 
the city and signed by owner Erineo “Eddie” 
Carranza and a city liquor control commis- 
sioner. Neither the city nor Carranza could be 
reached for comment Monday. 

Ald. Joe Moreno, whose rst Ward includes 
the Congress, called the agreement a “blunt 
instrument” but said that safety issues at past 
EDM shows needed to be addressed. 

“Tt’s not the genre of music, it’s not the art- 
ists, it’s the ability of the operator to handle 
crowds,” he said, citing incidents of drug use 
at concerts. 

The agreement itself doesn’t spell out the 
reason for silencing the dance music at the 
theater, 2135 N. Milwaukee Ave. 

Moreno said city officials had told him sim- 
ilar bans on genres at venues have happened 
before, and they are confident the ban could 
withstand a legal challenge. 

The agreement defines EDM as DJ mu- 
sic “using primarily specialized electronic 
equipment and software instead of tradi- 
tional instruments.” 

Acts with elements of EDM will be allowed 
to perform if they have elements of live mu- 
sic, though: “Performers that incorporate 
electronic beats or prerecorded music in their 
acts shall be allowed, provided those perform- 
ers either sing vocals or play an instrument(s) 
(or do both) during their performance.” 

The Congress Theater closed last year af- 
ter battling with the city over numerous code 
violations. Though Carranza reportedly plans 
to sell the theater, the “Plan of Operation” 
and its EDM ban would apply to the building 
no matter who owns it. 

Moreno said the agreement is open to revi- 
sion and if the Congress’ managers prove they 
can responsibly handle crowds, the ban could 
be lifted—but “for the time being, we’re going 
to hit the pause button,” he said.

Behind the lens of a man’s journey to capture Chicago

Jon Lowenstein has been documenting life on the South Side for 15 years, many 
times through the lens of a Polaroid camera. The only thing that’s changed is the 


a lot of what’s happening in different parts 
of the country, and even the world recently. 
There’s a concerted interest in that land by 
people who have more money and power.” 
One photo at a time, Lowenstein tells the 
story of South Shore and beyond to his more 
than 37,000 followers, and says he hopes to 
spark a global conversation about a part of 
the city that goes largely overlooked. While 


documenting violence—as seen in haunting 


black-and-white stills of handguns used in 
shootings—he also captures everyday life on 
the sidewalks and the abandoned properties 
that line them. 

“T hate this idea that the South Side is a 
space of unending violence,” Lowenstein said. 
“I want to show more of the space. There’s 
such street life on the South Side, that’s where 
a lot of things play out.” 

He’s particularly fascinated by the destruc- 
tion and demolition of historic buildings in 
the neighborhood, he said. He spent time 
in the past month documenting the piece- 
by-piece deconstruction of the abandoned 
St. Laurence Church, a process that “breaks 
my heart.” 

In many ways, Lowenstein said, Insta- 


gram has made it even easier to connect 
with his subjects. Large cameras and lenses 
tend to intimidate when he’s out shooting, 
but, as he found with the Polaroid format, 
there is a familiarity that make his images 
more natural. 

“I think its almost easier to photograph 
than it used to be,” he said. “When I first 
started in the neighborhood, a camera is 
something a lot of people didn’t have. Maybe 
their parents or the grandparents had one. 
But now everybody has a camera in their 
hand. Everyone is telling their own neighbor- 
hood stories. It’s part of communicating with 
the world.” 

Lowenstein began photographing the area 
in large part because of CITY 2000, a col- 


laboration with UIC. The exhibition sent 
200 photographers around the city to cre- 
ate a lasting record of Chicago at the turn of 
the millennium. Since, much of Lowenstein’s 
work has focused on the South Side, where he 
also has taught photography to elementary- 
school students and contributed to a variety 
of special projects. The process is the same as 
the days he carried a Polaroid, but the conver- 
sation is broader. 

“I’ve been able to amplify what I have 
done,” he said, “take a whole new tack on a 
project that was pretty much analog. I get 
people from all over the world looking at the 
feed and interacting with the space.” 

This summer, Lowenstein plans to con- 
tinue capturing his neighborhood as he joins

15 other photographers in See Potential Chi- 
cago, a project that aims to create large-scale 
photo installations in the area that document 
grassroots efforts. 

“What I don’t see in Chicago is a will to 
build multi-class communities that can live 
side-by-side,” he said, adding he senses fear on 
the South Side of change that will force resi- 
dents out. “I don’t know what the answer is, 
but with Instagram, I want to have a conver- 
sation on a local, national and global level. It’s 
one of the places you can do that and curate 
it yourself.”

Mayor Emanuel says city crews are remov- 
ing graffiti at a faster rate because of chang- 
es in how they operate, but his rosier num- 
bers apply to less than half the calls for spray 
paint removal in Chicago. 

From June through early August, city graf- 
fiti crews responded to resident requests for 
removal in less than four days on average, 
compared with more than six days on aver- 
age over the same period in 2011, before a 
new grid system was instituted. 

Emanuel’s analysis took into account only 
how quickly the city responded to requests 
for graffiti removal and did not include how 
quickly crews responded to the many more 
graffiti calls from aldermen or city workers. 

Overall, the city received 27,628 calls 
for removal of graffiti from June to early 
August 2011, and just 11,647 of those came 
from residents, according to the Depart- 
ment of Streets and Sanitation. 

During the same time period this year, 
22,857 total requests for removal came in, 


including 10,909 from residents. 

Streets and Sanitation spokeswoman 
Molly Poppe said in an email that it makes 
sense to focus only on response times to 
residents’ requests because “the number is a 
better explanation of average response time 
to requests from citizens.” 

Poppe did not respond to a question on 
whether the city analyzed response times 
for requests that didn’t come from resi- 
dents, nor did she provide response times 
for 2012 or 2013. 

Emanuel’s graffiti grid announcement 
comes weeks after the City Council ap- 
proved his plan to increase fines for those 
caught illegally spray-painting. Though such 
vandals rarely are caught and seldom pay 
their citations, it was a chance for the mayor 
to work on a quality-of-life issue many Chi- 
cago voters feel strongly about. 

The mayor moved many “nuts and bolts” 
services in the Department of Streets and 
Sanitation to a grid-based system during 
his first term, including garbage pickup and 


some pothole filling. 

Emanuel often has touted! the benefits of 
using a grid, rather than the tradicional mveth- 
od of following the twisting contrurs of (hi 
cago’s 50 wards, to provide sich services, say- 
ing efficiency is improved ancl mrmey issaved. 

But city Inspector General Joseph Fergusan 
got into a dust-up with the alministration Last 
year when he tried to substanitiave Emanuecl’s 
claims that the city was savin Sth million an- 
nually through grid-based garbage collectiar, 

After trying to get info fram Streets and 
Sanitation, Ferguson everituilly decided to 
cut short his effort because he was unable 
to evaluate the fundamental effects of the 
change, including “the number of trucks and 
personnel involved in the gartage collections 
process,” according to a repaet fram his office, 

Aldermen also have balked at the gricl sys- 
tem because they lost control over directing 
resources within their wards—the kind of 
local service that long helped Ciry Council 
members endear themselves tm visters in 
their neighborhoods.

Hey, what’s up with those long socks?

It’s not the shoes, it’s the socks. At 
least when it comes to grabbing fash- 
ion attention in baseball.
